Gentlemen, 


I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Rural  Districts  of  Chester  and 
Tarvin  for  the  year  ending  December  31st  1945. 

Owing  to  my  absence  on  War  Service  until  January,  1946, 

I  am  indebted  for  much  of  the  information  in  this  Report  to  the 
Acting  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  Mary  Russell,  and  the  Staffs 
of  the  Public  Health  Departments  of  both  Rural  District  Councils, 
to  whom  I  express  my  appreciation  and  thanks. 

The  Vital  Statistics,  both  National  and  Local,  continue  to 
reflect  a  satisfactory  level  of  general  health  and  national  well 
being,  in  spite  of  six  years  spent  under  wartime  conditions. 

In  the  sphere  of  Infectious  Diseases,  there  was  a  large 
number  of  cases  of  Measles  in  both  districts  in  the  early  part  of 
the  year.  This  coincided  with  a  general  epidemic  throughout  the 
Country.  The  incidence  of  other  Infectious  Diseases,  including 
Tuberculosis,  remained  low. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  continued  at  a  steady 
rate  during  the  year.  11  cases  only  of  this  disease  were  notified 
in  the  combined  Districts. 

With  the  cessation  of  hostilities,  most  of  the  evacuees 
returned  to  their  homes  and  the  Sick  Bay  closed  down;  and  by  the 
end  of  the  year  the  Hostel  was  in  process  of  closing  its  doors. 

The  attention  of  the  Department  was  directed  to  the 
Housing  Problems  that  had  arisen  during  the  war,  and  to  the  post  war 
schemes  of  reconstruction^  including  water  and  sewerage. 

In  the  Tarvin  Rural  District  important  changes  of  staff 
occurred.  Mr.  R.E.T,  Chinnery,  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  secured  an 
appointment  with  the  Northamptonshire  County  Council.  Mr.  J.  Harrison 
of  Ulverston  R.D.C.  was  appointed  in  his  place. 

Iltc.  T.H.  Boden,  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector,  retired  in 
September  after  34  years'  service  with  the  Tarvin  R.D.C.,  and  carries 
v/ith  him  our  goodwill  and  best  wishes  in  his  retirement.

The  scheme  for  the  voluntary  Immunisation  of  all  children 
resident  in  the  Chester  and  Tarvin  Rural  Districts  between  the  ages 
of  1  and  15  years  has  continued  to  operate  during  the  year. 

The  scheme  has  received  the  wholehearted  co-operation  of 
private  doctors  and  has  been  appreciated  by  the  majority  of  parents.

The  services  of  the  Pathological  Department,  Chester  Royal 
Infirmary  are  utilised  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations. 

(b)  Ambulance  facilities 

Infectious  diseases  are  removed  to  Clatterbridge  Isolation 
Hospital  under  the  control  of  the  Wirral  Joint  Hospital  Board,  by 
the  Hospital  Ambulance .  ' 

Accident  and  sick  cases  are  dealt  with  by  the  Chester  City 
Ambulances . 

Other  cases  of  sickness  are  removed  to  the  County  General  Hospital, 
Clatterbridge,  by  ambulance  attached  to  the  Hospital. 

( c )  Nursing  in  the  Home 

Home  Nursing  in  the  Rural  District  is  undertaken  at  present  in  all 
cases  by  arrangement  v/ith  the  Cheshire  County  Nursing  Association. 
Negotiations  are  complete  and  have  secured  a  comprehensive  scheme 
of  home  nursing  ttu'oughout  the  District. 

(d)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics,  including  Clinics  solely  for 
diagnosis  or  consultation. 

The  County  Council  Clinics  are  available  for  residents  in  this  area 
at ;  - 

(a)  Hoole  -  Ante-Natal  and  Post  Natal  Clinics. 

Child  Welfare  Clinic,  Ophthalmic  and  Dental  Clinics. 

(b)  Upton  -  Infant  Welfare  Clinic. 

(c)  Chester  -  Orthopaedic  and  Tuberculosis. 

( e )  Hospitals  -  Public  and  Voluntary 

The  County  General  Hospital  at  Clatterbridge  is  available  for 
residents  in  the  Rrural  district. 

Large  voluntary  and  special  hospitals  are  also  accessible  in  Chester 
and  Liverpool  respectively.

By  the  31st  December,  1945,  there  was  only  one  (1)  unaccompanied 
child  in  the  District. 


SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  •-  The  whole  of  the  District  comprising  50  Parishes  has  now  a 
piped  supply  available,  with  the  exception  of  the  Parish  of  Claverton 
which  is  without  any  dwellings. 

The  undertakings  supplying  the  district  are  the  West  Cheshire 
V/ater  Board,  the  Chester  Waterworks  Company,  the  Wrexham  and  East 
Denbighshire  Water  Company,  in  addition  to  your  own  borehole  at 
Plomstall . 

Throughout  the  year  the  supply  has  been  satisfactorily  maintained. 
Periodic  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  and  submitted  for  bacteriol¬ 
ogical  and  chemical  analysis  which  have  proved  the  various  supplies  to 
be  of  a  satisfactory  quality. 

The  practice  adopted  in  1943  of  descaling  back  boilers  of  the 
Council’s  housing  schemes  has  been  continued  and  all  the  Council’s 
houses  supplied  from  your  own  v/ater  mains  and  that  of  the  West  Cheshire 
W^ater  Board  have  been  descaled  twice  in  the  year  under  roviev/.  In 
addition  back  boilers  of  private  houses  have  also  been  descaled  on  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  agreed  charge  of  20/-d. 

The  number  of  connections  made  to  the  Council's  mains  during  the 
year  is  30. 

DRAINACE  &  SE’A’ERAGE . 

LITTLETON.  The  Tarvin  Road  section  of  this  scheme  continues  to 
function  satisfactorily,  and  a  few  conversions  have  taken  place. 

GREAT  BOUGHT ON.  Post  war  schemes  of  sewerage  are  evident  in  the  Piper’s 

AiSh  Aire  a. 

UPTON.  The  whole  of  this  Parish  is  sufficiently  sewered  to  meet  the 
present  development  but  it  is  anticipated  that  any  further  extensive 
development  will  reqiiire  an  enlargement  of  the  present  sev/erago  system 
which  is  now  taxed  almost  to  capacity, 

CHRIST LET ON .  Extension  of  the  existing  sewerage  scheme  is  urgently 

required  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  Plough  Lane  and  Brown  Heath 
areas  of  this  Parish. 

ROWTON.  The  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  this  Parish  in  conjunction 
v/ith  a  portion  of  the  Wavei’ton  Parish  in  the  Tarvin  Rural  District  is 
one  which  is  in  need  of  attention,  and  is  further  evidence  of  post  war 
work. 

Other  Parishes  which  require  sev/erage  schemes  are  Barrow,  Dunham 
Hill,  Guilden  Sutton  and  Great  and  Little  Saughall,  together  with 
Molllngton.  The  Great  and  Little  Saughall  schemes  are  an  old  story 
dating  back  to  the  last  war,  but  a  temporary  Sewage  Works  has  been  put 
in  to  deal  with  the  existing  sower  in  the  Parish  of  Great  Saughall  to 
tide  over  the  present  difficulties  till  such  time  as  the  proper  scheme 
can  be  put  down.  Dodleston  sewerage  must  also  be  the  siibject  of  being 
made  fully  comprehensive. 

The  Private  sewerage  schemes  provided  in  the  Parishes  of  Eccleston, 
Saighton,  Aldford  and  Pulford  have  now  been  taken  over  by  the  Council. 
These  schemes  are  not  entirely  comprehensive  and  should  be  made  so. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  prevent  the  pollution  of 
certain  streams  in  the  district,  and  the  River  Gov/ey  has  been  cleansed 
by  the  Rivers  Catchment  Board.  Certain  lands  have  been  extensively 
drained  and  water  courses  and  ditches  cleansed  by  the  Tenant  farmers  by 
arrangement  with  the  War  Agricultural  Committee. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE.  These  tv/o  services  are  carried  out  hy 
direct  labour,  and  in  one  instance  by  Contract.

In  addition,  the  Barracks  at  the  Dale,  the  Military  Hospital  at 
Moston  are  scavenged  tv/ice  each  \7e0k. 

The  parish  of  Saighton  is  scavenged  once  monthly  by  contract. 

The  refuse  is  deposited  in  Tips  at  Upton  and  Great  Boughton,  both 
of  v/hich  are  controlled.  The  controlling  of  the  Tips  is  not  what 
could  be  desired  but  it  is  the  best  that  can  be  afforded  in  viev/  of  the 
serious  position  of  the  labour  question,  and  it  is  hoped  that  with  the 
cessation  of  hostilities  facilities  vvill  be  afforded  for  the  early 
demobilisation  of  those  memhers  of  the  outdoor  staff  nov/  serving  with 
H.M.  Forces. 


During  the  year  129  Preliminary  Notices  requiring  the  provision  of 
169  Dust  Bins  v;ere  served  on  Owners  or  Agents,  and  in  all  cases  these 
notices  v/ere  complied  with. 

Your  continued  adoption  of  Section  75  (2)  of  the  Public  Health  Act 
1936  has  been  of  great  service  to  those  who  could  not  obtain  Dust  Bins 
through  the  usual  trade  channels. 

SALVAGE .  Vvaste  Paper,  Rags  and  Bones  continue  to  be  collected  by  yore? 
Cleansing  Staff, -but  a  decided  falling  off  in  these  materials  has  been 
noticeable.  The  service  of  collection  that  v^as  carried  out  by  the 
W.V.S.  and  which  ceased  by  then  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  is  carried 
on  by  using  the  van  provided  for  them,  and  collections  are  made  once 
each  month  from  Schools  and  other  collection  depots  in  the  District.

INSPECTION  &  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


MILK  (SPECIAL  DBSICtNATIONS  )  ORDERS,  Inspection  of  Farm  Premises  are 

carried  out  at  irregular  intervals.  During  the  year  no  complaints 

were  received  of  dirty  milk  or  souring.  The  nuinber  of  visits  paid  to 
Farms  producing  milk  during  the  year  were  315. 

Sampling  is  still  undertaken  by  the  County  Council  and  the  Ministry' 
of  Agricultui'e  and  Fisheries.

The  Centralised  Slaughterhouse  at  Shed  Lane 
for  the"*  slaughter  of  Figs  under  the  Bacon  Board  Slaughter  Scheme  is 
still  retained  and  regularly  visited  each  week.  The  County  Mental 
Hospital  Slaughterhouse  i's  retained  for  Institutional  Slaughter 
purposes  though  only  occasionally  used.  In  addition.  Pigs  slaughtered 
under  the  Ministry  of  Food  Licence  for  individual  consumption  and 
bacon  ciuping  are  inspected  after  slaughter.

( 2 )  MEDICAL  SERVICES 

(a )  Laboratory  Facilities 

The  services  of  the  Pathological  Department,  Chester  Royal 
Infirmary,  and  of  Harold  Lowe, Esq.,  M.Sc.,  F.I.C.,  Assay  Office,  are 
utilised  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations. 

(b )  Ambulance  Facilities 


Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  removed  to  Chester  City  Isolation 
Hospital,  Sealand  Road,  Chester,  by  the  Hospital  ambulances. 

( c )  Nursing  in  the  Home 

There  are  District  Nurses  engaged  in  several  of  the  larger 
villages  for  attendance  on  the  sick. 

The  trained  Health  Visitors  of  the  County  Council  also  visit  the 
homes  in  the  District  for  the  purposes  of  advice,  inspection  and 
assistance  under  the  maternity,  child-welfare  and  tuberculosis  schemes.

( e )  Hospitals  -  Public  and  Voluntary 


The  County  General  Hospital  at  Clatterbridge  is  available  for 
residents  in  the  area. 


There  are,  in  addition,  smaller  cottage  voluntary  hospitals  in 
the  neighbourhood,  which  receive  patients  from  the  area,  viz;-  Tarporley 
and  V.Tait church. 

Large  voluntary  hospitals  are  also  available  in  Chester  and 
Liverpool  for  example,  the  Chester  Royal  Infirmary. 

( f )  Government  Evacuation 

The  year  1945  saw  a  general  return  of  the  remainder  of  the  families 
and  unaccompanied  children  evacuated  into  the  District  during  the  V/ar 
and  not  previously  able  to  return  to  their  homes.  At  the  end  of  1945 
only  eight  evacuee  families,  who  had  no  homes  to  return  to,  remained  in 
the  area;  these  being  accommodated  in  various  requisitioned  premises. 

The  Hostel  at  The  Beeches,  Malpas,  continued  to  function  until 
January,  1946,  and  to  provide  invaluable  accommodation  for  children 
unsuitable  for  billeting  for  various  reasons,  and  for  relief  of  house¬ 
holders  in  emergency, 

Stretton  Hall  Sick  Bay  functioned  until  the  end  of  July,  1945, 
providing  in-patient  treatment  for  children  suffering  from  ailments  not 
suitable  for  treatment  at  the  Hostel  or  in  private  billets.  The  Sick 
Bay  was  closed  down  in  August,  1945.

The  water  supplied  by  the  Liverpool  Corporation,  vrhich  is  drawn 
iron  the  Lake  Vyrnwy  Aqueduct,  has  a  slight  pluinbo- solvent  action. 
Supply  pipes  are  therefore  required  to  be  of  tin-washed  lead,  but  where 
they  exceed  100  feet  in  length,  galvanized  iron  or  other  lead-free 
materials  are  specified,  to  the  exclusion  of  lead. 

As  the  supply  of  v/ater  in  the  District  is  spread  over  so  many 
statutory  and  private  undei'takers,  accurate  figures  are  not  available 
at  pi'csent  as  to  the  propoi’tion  of  the  population  supplied  with  main 
water.  As  indicated  in  previous  reports,  however,  large  areas  of  the 
District  are  still  in  uj?gent  need  of  adequate  and  wholesome  water 
supply;  in  particular,  the  parishes  of  Caldecott,  part  of  Clotton 
Hoofield,  Crewe -by-Farndon,  Cuddington,  Duddon,  Foulk  Stapleford, 
Golbourne  David,  Handley,  Hatton,  Huxley,  part  of  Nev/ton-by-Tattenhall, 
Shocklach,  Threapwood,  Tilston,  Tushingham  and  part  of  Waverton. 

(2)  DRAINAGE  &  SETtlERAGE 

No  further  sewerage  schemes  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year. 
As  indicated  in  the  Reports  for  1945  and  1944,  it  is  hoped  that  schemes 
for  Kelsall,  Mouldsworth,  Ashton  and  Tarvin;  for  Churton  and  Farndon; 
and  fur  V/averton,  which  were  contemplated  before  the  'lar,  v/ill  be 
proceeded  with  as  soon  as  conditions  permit,  since  proper  drainage 
facilities  are  urgently  needed  in  these  parishes.  Preliminary  steps 
wore  taken  during  the  year  for  the  construction  of  a  branch  sewer  at 
Koyesbrook,  Tattenliall,  to  serve  the  existing  and  future  houses  in  this 
area,  and  in  particular  the  Council’s  Housing  Estate. 

The  adoption  of  v/ater-carriage  systems  of  sewage  disposal  for 
individual  premises  in  parishes  not  sewered  has  been  effected  in 
favourable  positions  by  installation  of  semi-septic  tanks  and  filter- 
beds,  discharging  a  purified  effluent  to  watercourses,  soakaways,  or, 
by  arrangement  with  the  Cheshire  County  Council  Highway  Surveyor,  to 
the  road  drain. 

( o )  RIVERS  AND  STREAKS 


Instances  of  pollution  of  streams  and  watercovirses  continue  to  be 
discovered  by^  or  brought  to  the  notice  of,  the  Health  Department. 
Improvement  is  being  effected  by  careful  attention  to  the  drainage 
arrangements  of  all  new  premises  erected,  and  to  all  schemes  of  re¬ 
drainage  or  reconditioning.  L’hore  no  sewer  is  available  but  there  is 
sufficient  fall  for  a  properly  designed  tank  with  downward-percolating 
fi]ter,  this  type  of  apparatus  is  called  for  and  has  been  found  to  give 
satisfactory  results  v/ith  a  mininum  of  attention. 

(4)  GENERAL  SANITATION 

( i )  Closet  Accommodation 

Pail-closets  and  privy-middens  are  converted  to  water-closets 
where  such  action  is  practicable,  find  privy-middens  are  being  replaced 
by  pail-closets  v/here  it  is  not  practicable  to  install  water-closets.

(ii)  Refuse  &  Salvage  Collection 

These  services  continued  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector. 
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The  work  of  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  and  salvage 
materials  is  carried  out  under  a  combined  scheme,  by  the  Council's 
ovm  motor  vehicles  and  workmen. 

A  collection  of  house  refuse  has  been  maintained  in  the  parishes 
of  Ashton,  Farndon,  Handley,  Kelsall,  Malpas,  Mouldsworth,  Tattenhall, 
and  Tarvin,  while  a  monthly  collection  of  salvage  materials  ¥;as  main¬ 
tained  throughout  the  district  during  the  year.  Extension  of  a  full 
refuse  collection  to  part  of  Waverton,  part  of  Churton,  and  Nomansheath 
has  boon  delayed  by  difficulty  in  obtaining  dustbins. 

The  vehicles  operate  from  a  depot  rented  by  the  Council  at 
Tattenhall,  centrally  and  conveniently  situated  in  the  District.  The 
depot  is  also  used  as  the  collecting  and  sorting  point  for  salvage 
materials. 

The  method  of  refuse  disposal  is  controlled  tipping,  at  sites 
convenient  to  the  parishes  served.  In  two  instances  only  is  the 
Council  required  to  pay  a  small  rental  for  tipping  sites.

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(iv)  Shops 


No  action  under  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  relating  to  ventilation, 
temperature,  and  sanitary  accommodation  of  shops,  has  been  found 
necessary  during  the  year. 

(v)  Camping  Sites 

There  are  two  established  camping  sites  in  the  Tarvin  Rural 
District.  No  licences  have  been  issued  under  section  269  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  in  respect  of  either  of  these  sites  or  of 
individual  moveable  dv/ellings.  One  cam.p  has  a  metered  supply  of  main 
water;  the  other,  v/hich  is  of  longer  standing,  has  no  readily 
accessible  water  supply,  and  demolition  of  many  of  the  structures  there 
will  shortly  receive  consideration.  Only  one  caravan  at  the  first 
site,  and  one  wooden  bungalow  at  the  second,  are  at  present  occupied 
other  than  at  holiday  periods. 

( V i )  Eradicatior  of  Vermin 

No  premises  were  found  to  bo  infested  with  bed-bugs  during  1945. 
Premises  disinfested  with  Zaldecide  spray  in  previous  years  showed  no 
signs  of  reinfestation. 

Tv/o  premises  (not  ovmed  by  the  Local  Authority)  were  found  to  be 
heavily  infested  v;ith  fleas.  One  of  these  v/as  first  treated  by 
burning  Gimex  blocks,  this  being  followed  by  spraying  with 
Gammexane  dust.  The  other  was  treated  v/ith  Zaldecide  contact  spray, 
which  has  a  quick  ” knock -dov;n'’  effect,  followed  immediately  after  by 
Gammexane  dust.  In  both  cases  the  treatment,  which  was  carried  out 
by  the  Public  Health  Dopartm.ent  Staff,  was  effective;  the  second 
method  was  more  economical,  requiring  only  one  visit. 

Gammexane  dust  has  also  been  successfully  used  in  combatting 
cockroaches,  v^ith  v/hich  many  old  properties  in  the  District  have  been 
found  to  be  infested. 

Supplies  of  D.D.T.  powder  and  liquid  have  now  been  obtained  and 
will  also  be  used  in  dealing  with  insect  posts. 


(vii)  Rat  Destruction 

Under  arrangements  coming  into  force  with  the  Infestation  Order, 
1943,  the  Cheshire  County  Council  have  delegated  their  powers  and 
functions  under  the  Rats  &  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919,  to  the  Tarvin 
Rural  District  Council  so  far  as  non-agricultural  properties  within 
the  Tarvin  Rural  District  are  concerned.  The  County  Council  remains 
responsible  for  enforcement  of  legislation  against  rats  and  nice  on 
agricultural  property.  The  number  of  rats  killed  by  the  Tarvin  R.D.G. 
Rodent  Operative  during  the  year  1945  is  estimated,  by  the  Ministry  of 
Pood  method,  at  3,200. 

(5)  SCHOOLS 

There  is  a  piped  supply  to  schools  at  Ashton,  Beeston,  Farndon, 
Harthill,  Kelsall,  Malpas,  Tarvin,  Tattenhall,  and  Tilstone  Fearnall. 

Glutton,  Edge,  Handley,  Hargrave,  Shocklach,  Threapwood,  Tilston 
and  Tushingham  schools  are  without  piped  water  supply,  as 
Duddon  and  Huxley,  but  the  two  latter  ^ould  diortly  have  a  main  water 
supply  available  if  the  Clotton  and  Huxley  mains  extension  receivcu 
approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.

Meat  Inspection 

Government  control  of  slaughtering  was  continued  du-ring  the  year, 
the  Ministry  of  Pood  Central  Slaughterhouse  at  Newton  Lodge,  Nowton- 
by-Tatterjhall,  continuing  in  operation. 

In  addition  slaughterhouse  licences  were  renewed  in  two  instances, 
in  respect  of  premises  where  casualties  are  dealt  \Yith.  In  only  one 
of  tnose  promises,  hoTvevor,  are  regular  slaughterings  carried  out;;  at 
the  other  licensed  premises,  only  an  occasional  animal  is  slaughtered. 

A  licence  in  respect  of  knacker’s  yard  premises  was  renewed. 

These  premises  continue  to  be  operated  without  complaint. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  efficient  meat  inspection,  the 
centralisation  of  slaughtering  enables  the  Council’s  Inspectors  to 
carry  out  100^  inspection  without  difficulty,  v'hereas  formerly,  vrhen 
slaughtering  was  carried  out  in  a  large  number  of  private  slaughter¬ 
houses  scattered  throughout  the  District,  it  was  often  found  impossible.

The  total  weight  of  neat  considered  hy  your  Inspectors  to  be  unfit 
for  huinan  consumption  was  133  tons  3  cwt .  45  lb. 

These  figures  include  52  cows  and  2  other  beasts  slaughtered 
under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1938;  and  the  following  animals 
slaughtered  as  ’’casualties*'  s  260  beasts,  727  cows,  117  calves,  48  sheep, 
and  169  pigs. 

The  large  numbers  of  ’’casualty”  animals  included  in  the  above 
table  were  mostly  dealt  with  at  a  slaughterhouse  where  only  animals  of 
this  type  are  slaughtered.  These  are  animals  v/hich  need  immediate 
slaughter  owing  to  illness  or  Injury.  As  a  result  the  numbers  and 
percentages  of  condemnations,  learticiilar ly  of  beasts  and  cov/s  affected 
Y;ith  conditions  other  than  tuberculosis,  are  very  much  higher  than 
v/ould  be  expected.  Nevertheless,  the  percentage  of  animals  affected 
with  disease,  particularly  tuberculosis,  must  be  rega.rded  as  high.
